The  area  ©f  your  district  in  acres  is  1398.  The  population  is 
calculated  to  be  6830  which  gives  roughly  an  average  of  five  persons 

per  acre.

There  had  been  erected  38  new  houses  during  the  year  the  owners 
hare  complied  with  the  byelaws.  The  number  of  houses  in  the  district 
is  now  1603  and  the  number  of  inhabitants  per  house  is  4.2 

The  ashpits  are  emptied  and  the  ref-se  conveyed  either  to  farmers 
or  tipped  into  a  pit.  Some  of  the  Ashpits  are  still  watering  and 

unsatisfactory  and  I  receive  complaints  that  they  arc  not  emptied  often 

enough. 


I  think  the  attention  of  the  residents  of  some  of  t  e  streets  might 
be  called  to  the  fact  that  the  back  lanes  between  the  houses  is  not  the 
place  to  empty  their  ashes  mixed  with  egg  shells  and  mussel  sheila  . 

The  streets  especially  where  the  trams  stop  are  still  littered  with 

paper,  tram  tickets, orange  petite.  I  think  something  might  be  done  to 

remedy  this.

During  the  year  123  deaths  were  registered  (110  occurred  in  the 
District  and  13  in  institutions  out  of  the  district  of  persons  usually 
resident  in  the  district)  and  147  births  during  the  same  period  . 

Calculated  upon  -  population  of  6830  the  deaths  were  equal  to  a  rate 

of  18  and  the  births  of  21.5  per  1000  per  annum.

The  death  rate  is  higher  than  last  year  the  figures  being  14.2 
for  1905  and  the  birth  rate  lower  22.5  being  the  rite  for  1905  (ten  year* 
ago  the  rate  was  nearly  30) 

Of  the  123  deaths  at  all  ages  34  were  oh  ldren  under  five  years  of  age 
55  were  persons  between  5  and  65  and  34  persons  aged  65  and  upwards* 

Of  the  34  deaths  under  five  years  of  age  27  were  children  under  one 
year.  The  r  t©  of  infantile  mortality  was  equal  to  183.6  which  is 
double  what  it  was  in  1905  (90.9) 

Of  the  27  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  five  were  due  to  premature 
birth  •  Six  to  diarrhoea  and  seven  to  bronchitis. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  Zymotic  diseases  were  9  which  equals  a  mortality 
of  1*3  per  1000  per  ann-un. 

Respiratory  diseases  number  34  (excluding  deaths  from  Phthisis  whioh 
number  7)  giving  a  death  rate  of  4.9  and  1.2  per  1000  res  actively. 

During  the  year26  cases  of  Infectious  disease  were  notified  viz:- 
Diptheria  one,  Eryaipelas  five.  Scarlet  fever  seven,  Lnteric  or  Typhoid 
fever  eleven  and  puerpural  fever  two, 

enteric  fever  resulted  in  one  death,  puerpural  fever  two  deaths. 
During  the  year  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  two  cases  of  Typhoid 
were  removed  to  -  ospital. 

The  Dairies  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  have  been  inspected  by  your 
inspector  r  Wright  and  found  on  the  whole  to  be  very  fair.  The 
regulations  under  the  order  of  the  Local  G-overnraent  Board  do  not  appear 
tc  him  to  have  been  aorried  out j but  may  be  now. 

Thirty  two  nuisances  were  remedied  durin  ;  the  year,  no  legal 
proceedings  having  to  be  taken. 

The  slaughter  houses  were  found  in  good  oonlition  also  the  Bakehouses 
There  are  no  lodging  houses  in  your  district. 

Fourteen  observations  of  smoke  were  taken  but  no  legal  proceedings  were 
found  necessary  •  The  time  limit  allowed  per  hour  i^  10  minutes.
